In dealinj; with such hostile atti- 
tudes, Marsdijn said one solution is 
to isolate the university from the 
mainstream culture by "deepening 
the moats and strengthening the 
drawbridges."

Symbols on city seals earn lawsuits

WASHINGTON — The symbolic 
story of an American community 
may be glimpsed in its official gov- 
ernment seal: A sheaf of wheat signi- 
fies one community's agricultural 
roots. A wrench suggests another's 
industrial base. A covered wagon. re- 
calls a third comn]unity's founding 
■pioneent, ■ - 

But what docs u Christian cross on 
an uffleiiil seal say? That the city or 
county cndon>e.s one religion? Or that 
religious belief is merely one element 
■'of its liisiory? ■ 

The vexing constitutional questions 
that arise from religiou.s symbols on 
city seiiLs already have divided sever- 
-^^Lcnmmumtics in bitter.6onaict___ 

In a disc now on the Suprenie 
Court's doorstep, the city of Eumond, 
Okla,, is appealing a lower court's 
ruling that the eity's seal appeared to 
endorse Christianity and tlias violated 
tlic First Amendment principle of 
separation of church and state. 

At stake, city officials say, are the 
government seals of hundred of U.S. 
cities and counties' — each contain- 
— ing-n-rcligious-symbolrsuch-as-a- 
cros.s, a church or a Bible. 

Tho Edmond seal, designed in 


1965, depicts a covered wagon, a 
train, on oil well, a college tower — 
and a Christian cross. 

The seal is on view throughout the 
growing community north of Okla- 
homa City: on city flogs, official ve- 
hicles, cit^ stafionery, uniforms worn 
by police ofAcers and firenghters, 
utility bills, signs at the city limits. 

"We havcn'Ucndorsed any reli- 
gion," protested Bob Rudkin, the 
mayor of Edmond? in an inierview.- 
"Tbc cross-oti the seal is part of our 
heritage.* Tbe people who want to re- 
move it want to rewrite history and 
remove all religious symbols from 
public life. We’re approaching the 
ridiculous. The seals of 70 other- 
cities in Oklahoma have religious 
symbols. Most of our cities came 
-flram^igion symbolism, like Corpus 
Christi, Texas, and Zion, 111. Tolrao. 
Ohio, was named for a holy^city in 
Spain. That's where wc ge’t Holy 
ToledOl" 

"That's bogus," replied Martin 
Feldman, a Jewish cor salesman who, 
together with members of the Unitar- 
ian ChurA, challenged the Edmond 
seal in court.. "What about my histo- 
ry? There’s nothing wrong with 
-Christianity. it's a wondcifuL religion, . 
but what's good for them is not nec- 
essarily good for everyone else." 


After a iwo-day trial: a- federal 
judge approved the scat. The judge 
concluded that the First Amendment 
did not require the city government lo 
ignore the importance of religion in 
its history. 

.But a Denver-based federal oppeals 
panel disagreed. The court, quoting a 
rabbi's testimony in an earlier seal 
case, recalled lltat "the cross had at 
. times symbolized outright oppression 
- ond persecution of Jewish people.” 

It also has tragic associations for 
Lebanese Muslims and Nonheni Irish 
Protestants', and may remind Native 
Americans in the Southwest oF'thosc 
who sought to extinguish their cul- 
ture and religion," the court noted.
